In the mounting of this choke on the outer end 
meter to form the smooth surface 12 and is then 
threaded from the inner end of the . reduced dia- 
of the gun barrel 10, the barrel is reduced in dia- 
meter portion. The coupling sleeve 11 is then 
threaded onto the barrel and the sleeve is locked 
not only by mean's of the threads 13 and 14, but 
also by means of the set screw or shank 16 formed 
as part of the sight member 17. The choke mem- 
ber 19 may then be threaded into the outer end 
of the coupling sleeve 11. 

. Instead of the hunter having differently gauged 
guns, differently gauged chokes may be provided, 
the tapers of the chokes being determined by 
the shooting pattern. 

I do not mean to confine myself to the exact 
details of construction herein disclosed, but claim 
all variations falling within the purview of the 
appended claims. 

The embodiments of the invention in which an 
exclusive property or privilege is claimed are de- 
fined as follows; 

In a shot gun barrel, external threads formed 
on said barrel inwardly from the outer end thereof, 
a coupling sleeve having internal threads formed 
thereon adjacent the opposite ends thereof, said- 
coupling sleeve having one end threaded onto said 
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barrel threads, an internal rib carried by said 
sleeve intermediate the opposite ends thereof and 
adapted to abut against the outer end of said barrel, 
a choke member having external threads spaced 

5 from one end thereof threaded into the opposite 
end of said sleeve, said one end of said sleeve 
abutting said rib, and an. external shoulder formed 
on said choke member and adapted to abut against 
said opposite end of said sleeve, said sleeve having 

10 a smooth inner surface between said rib and said- 
internal threads, said choke having a smooth outer 
surface adjacent said one end thereof adapted to 
engage within said smooth inner surface of said 
sleeve, said choke being formed with a converging 

15 bore; 
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
